In many places around the world are 
specimens of human interest and endeav- 
our usually referred to as preserved rail- 
ways. They have, under their control, vary- 
ing amounts of track of several gauges from 
fifteen inches up to five feet three inches. 
The stations and depots on these lines are 
mostly of the present century with a few 
odd specimens from the 1800s. Some have 
been brought to their present sites from 
elsewhere in a piecemeal “kit of parts” state 
and re-assembled. Track is, more often 
than not, of quite recent manufacture. Not 
a lot of it would be of an age to be classi- 
fied as “preserved”. In fact, a deal of it has 
been salvaged from closed yards and 
branches and relaid. 
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1 have examined the books and records of the Federal Committee of 
Management of the Australian Model Railway Association and report that, in 
ay opinion, the above Statement is a true and fair record of receipts and 
payments of the Committee as recorded in those books and records during the 
year ended 30 June 1995, 


The rolling stock is a real mixed bag. 
The majority is of 20th century vintage. 
Only a few items are earlier and most of 
such items are of coaching stock. Very few 
preserved items of motive power originated 
prior to 1900. Those which did are very 
unlikely to be in working order. They ex- 
ist in a “stuffed and mounted” condition 
in museums here and there. 

Many railway items have been “pre- 
served”, that is to say they have been saved 
from the cutter’s torch or other means of 
destruction. A large proportion of them 
have been in store since their withdrawal 
from traffic or being dragged from the 
scrap dump, with little, if any, restoration 
work done on them. Can these truly be

said to be preserved when they may be 
standing out in all weathers, continuing to 
deteriorate? 

In spite of the foregoing gloomy words, 
the railway preservation movement, both 
private and sponsored, has achieved much 
in saving relics of our railway heritage. The 
“stuffed and mounted” specimens, when 
properly treated cosmetically and dis- 
played, are still very valuable items and 
eminently worthy of study in our museums. 

Not strictly preservation, but usually 
under the auspices of the movements are 
some reconstructions. In the U. K. for in- 
stances there are working replicas of sev- 
eral. Those that come to mind first are 
“Rocket” (also, I believe, seen here in Aus- 
tralia, “Locomotion” and the broad gauge 
“Iron Duke”. These were sponsored by 
various bodies. However, some private or- 
ganisations have attempted to duplicate 
examples from the early days of railways. 
One is a copy of an early L.N.W.R.

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McConnell “Bloomer”. Another is a simi- 
larly full size replica of a very early G.W.R. 
Gooch “Firefly” class single. No one knows 
currently if these projects will ever be 
brought to completion, but the attempts 
have been made! 

Regardless of what has been actually 
achieved in repeating our railway past, the 
information exists in archives here and 
there to tell us how it was and where and 
when. I suppose, looking at it from that 
angle, that all railway history has been pre- 
served. Admitted, on paper it is only in 
two dimensions when we would like to have 
it in three. 

Why, you ask, am I waffling on about 
the current preservation scene? The an- 
swer is simple - we, as railway modellers, 
have the capacity and ability to augment 
the three dimensional aspect of it all. 

As I said, archives contain virtually all 
our railway history. Drawings, plans, min- 
utes of meetings, scientific and engineer- 
ing data. And, for most of railways’ exist- 
ence, people have been pointing cameras 
at trains, tracks, equipment and buildings. 

Researchers are continually sifting 
through these mountains of records. They 
frequently publish their findings, either by

direct publication of books, or through the 
pages of specialist prototype and model 
magazines and journals. 

Upon publications the results of these 
studies become available to one and all for 
perusal and consideration. They can cover 
any aspect of railways at virtually any time 
and at many, many places. In other words, 
railway history is for everyman. 

Some of these everymen must be model 
rail enthusiasts. Those among them who 
are historically inclined will probably find 
something to build from time gone by. So, 
it is quite on the cards that somewhere can 
be found a specimen of a model of railway 
equipment dating back to the earliest days 
of our favourite form of transport. 

People visit preserved railways and are 
shown how railways have been in the past. 
But, it is not possible to get much more 
than an outline of the picture from that 
source. The model rail world has the po- 
tential to fill many of the gaps in what there 
is to see and much of what went before, 
thus providing a broader idea of what has 
gone on in the world of full size trains. 

So - let’s not loose sight of the possibil- 
ity that we, as creators of the miniature, 
can contribute to the present knowledge 
of the past in a concrete and worthwhile 
fashion.

Two methods of close coupling 
Bachmann Plus F7’s are available. The 
first is using Kadee coupler kit No.452 
which has been specifically designed for 
Bachmann Plus F7 Units. However, there 
is a little trick which can be applied when 
using this kit (see step 10 of instructions 
below). This is dealt with later in the arti- 
cle. The main problem with using the 
Kadee No.452 kit is its lack of availability. 
Ask your retailer - some good outlets will 
stock this kit. 

The second method is using Kadee kit 
No.450 specifically designed for close cou- 
pling of Stewart F7 Units. The Bachmann 
Plus frame is modelled on a Stewart and 
the Kadee friction fit conversion bracket 
drops straight into the frame. The major 
problem with Bachmann Plus is the trucks. 
There is no clearance for the coupler boxes 
and consequently they require modifica- 
tion. This modification applies regardless 
which Kadee kit is used. 

When the Bachmann Plus F7 Units 
first became available in Australia early 
1993 I purchased an A & B set in UP. I 
spent many months pondering how to close 
couple the units and came up with the 
method using the Stewart conversion kit. 
Some time later Kadee came up with kit 
No.452. As the trucks need the same modi- 
fication for both kits, I am surprised that 
Kadee didn’t come to the same conclusion, 
which would have kept their product line 
more simple. A new set of instructions is 
needed for the Stewart conversion kit. It 
does however please my ego to know that 
Kadee came up with the same modifica- 
tion to the truck as I did. 

Instructions to close couple 

Bachmann Plus F7 Units using 

Kadee Kit No.450 for Stewart 

conversions. 

1. Assemble the No.30 coupler boxes in 
accordance with the Kadee instruction 
sheet. 

2. Remove the locomotive body shell from 
the chassis by turning the engine over 
carefully and removing the two screws 
at opposite corners of the oil tank on 
the bottom of the chassis. DO NOT 
remove the two in line screws on the 
bottom of the chassis. 

3. Remove the Bachmann #6207-1 cou- 
pler brackets from both ends of the 
chassis by pressing the “door” latch 
type engagement at the top of the slot 
in the chassis down-in-and then out 
with a small screwdriver. 

4. A modification is required to the rear 
end of each truck and it is therefore 
recommended that each truck be re- 
moved from the chassis. It is not nec- 
essary to remove the front truck of the 
A Unit as the Stewart conversion

bracket can be modified to eliminate 
this need. Warning: When removing 
the screw for the electrical pickup be 
careful not to lose it. Also it is most 
difficult to replace after the truck has 
been modified. 

5. Using a small screwdriver placed be- 
tween the end crossbar of the truck side 
frame and truck body, pry out - up and 
away from the truck body until it snaps 
out. Be careful not to break the cross- 
bar. Remove the wheels from the truck 
frame. 

Now comes the confusing part. 

6. Completely remove the material be- 
tween “A” and “C”, the crossbar and 
the two vertical bars as shown in Fig.8. 
Cut or file any part of the vertical bars 
remaining flush with the rear end at 
the bottom of the truck sideframe, “B”, 
as shown in Fig.8. DO NOT remove or 
disturb the brake shoe assembly. 

7. Next, with a fine jewellers (razor) saw, 
cut a step 11/64" deep in the end of the 
power truck chassis, leaving a ledge of 
about 3/32" high at the rear end bot- 
tom of the truck, see Fig.9 & 10. 

8. Cut or file the remainder of the door 
latch projection on the rear end at the 
bottom edge of the truck body flush 
with tile rest of the truck body surface. 

9. Remove all burrs with a fine file or 
knife. 

10.Now we have effectively lost the ability 
to clip the truck side frame back onto 
the power truck chassis. Kadee’s in- 
structions recommend using Super 
Glue at the final assembly. I decided 
that if maintenance was required at a 
later stage, it would be better if the side 
frame could be removed. Therefore I 
used 12BA countersunk screws on the 
end that has been modified. The screw 
hoie must be made through the truck 
frame and into the 11/64" step on the 
power truck chassis. A most difficult 
task as there is minimum clearance for 
the screw hole. I will let you work out 
the best method to achieve this. 

11.Clean plastic sawdust off all plastic 
parts. Wash gears in a suitable cleaner 
and relubricate gears with a plastic 
compatible light white grease. 

12.Re-assemble the truck. 

13.Attach the coupler box to the conver- 
sion bracket using the rear hole. Fit 
the conversion bracket to the locomo- 
tive chassis. 

14.Test the coupler clearances between 
truck, side frames and coupler draft 
gear box by holding assembled truck 
temporarily in place on the locomotive 
chassis. If happy with the clearance, 
reinstall the truck to the locomotive 
chassis.

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15. Installation of coupler to front truck on 

F7A Unit. 

As previously stated it is not necessary 
to modify the truck. However, if desired 
the same modification can be performed 
as above, but the draft coupler box must 
be mounted to the front hole on the Stewart 
bracket. This can only be done after the 
locomotive body is reinstalled. 

To eliminate the need to modify the 
truck the Stewart mounting bracket must 
be modified as detailed below: 

(i) Looking at the bottom of the bracket, 
make a vertical cut using a razor saw, 
just in front of the rear mounting hole 
2/3’s of the way into the step. 

(ii) Now from the rear of the bracket, in 
the same step, at the 2/3’s mark, make 
a horizontal cut to meet up with the 
previous cut. 

(iii) Clean off any burrs with a fine file. 

(iv) The draft coupler box will need a 
whisker filed off the rear, ie; the ta- 
pered end. 

(v) Mount the coupler bracket in the lo- 
comotive chassis. 

(vi) Reassemble the locomotive body to 
the chassis. 

(vii) Mount the draft coupler box with 
screw supplied to the front mounting 
hole. 

Now you should be ready to roll.

With minor bouts of writer’s cramp to 
contend with (or maybe plain old rheuma- 
tism?), I have been helped out by Nev Mann 
on some of my recent articles in Journal, 
for which I am grateful.

In describing exhibits or exhibitors, I 
wrote of a young lady at one exhibit who,

3’6" to metric. The 1435 mm should have 
been 1067 mm.

Proposed Changes To The Fed- 
eral Constitution 

Well boys and girls, it seems that our 
request for changes to the Federal Consti- 
tution has got the wise men from the East 
thinking about the Constitution. We have 
recently received two letters from our Fed- 
eral Secretary, about changes. The first was 
in relation to our proposals. They have 
come up with some modifications which 
the Management Committee are currently 
discussing. 

The second letter was about some other 
proposed changes. The receipt of our re- 
quest for changes has meant that the Fed- 
eral Committee has had to look at the con- 
stitution in detail, and have noticed that 
the section which determines the vote re- 
quired to make changes has not been 
changed since the constitution was first 
written. It is the Federal Committees be- 
lief that with the size of some branches, a 
change to the constitution [which currently 
requires a two-thirds majority of all mem- 
bers casting a vote] proposed by members 
from one state could potentially be ac- 
cepted if a large number of votes in favour 
are received from that state, even though

the votes received from all the other states 
were against the change. 

To try to rectify this situation the Fed- 
eral Committee have put forward a new 
clause 4c. 

This proposed new clause reads :- 

4c A two-thirds majority of all votes 
received from each state branch shall be 
required to amend, add or delete any mat- 
ter appertaining to the Constitution or 
Articles of Association. Should any one 
state branch fail to achieve a two-thirds 
majority then the amendment is null and 
void. 

Now the letter advises that a copy of 
this proposed amendment and voting form 
is to be sent to all members in the next Jour- 
nal, so you may already have a copy of the 
proposal. This proposal was discussed at 
the October Branch Committee meeting, 
and the Committee felt that there were a 
number of problems with the amendment 
as currently put. The following is an ex- 
tract from a letter sent by your Secretary 
to the Federal Secretary, expressing the 
opinions of your committee. 

Quote. With regard to your other let- 
ter, the Committee has asked me to pass 
on a few comments that were 
aired at our last meeting, where 
the letter was tabled. 

The main concern was that 
the proposed new clause pro- 
poses a two-thirds majority of 
all votes received from each 
state branch. The WA Com- 
mittee feel that this is wrong. 
It specifies state branches only. 
Where do the members who 
reside in say South Australia, 
Tasmania, the Northern Terri- 
tories, or overseas stand. 

Do we allocate them to a 
state branch, or are they to be 
disenfranchised and not be al- 
lowed to vote for a change to 
the constitution? If they do not 
get a vote then the proposal as 
printed should be rejected out- 


right.

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If they are allowed a vote, how would 
their vote be allocated? Will the members 
from, say Tasmania, be lumped into the 
Victorian Branch? If they are to be lumped 
into a particular Branch then who decides 
which branch they should be in? 

If they are to be classified separately 
then the wording should be changed from 
state branch to state or territory. 

The Committee also feel that you are 
correct in your assumption that as the cur- 
rent constitution stands the votes cast by 
one State could overwhelm the votes of the 
other States which may all be against the 
change, but we feel that you have gone too 
far the other way, in that, say three of the 
State Branches may all be in full agreement 
with a proposed change, but in the fourth 
Branch all it would take is for Just one 
member to vote, and for that vote to be NO, 
and the change would be defeated. As pro- 
posed the change goes too far in the other 
direction, and maybe what we should be 
considering is something more in the lines 
of a two-thirds majority OF ALL VOTES 
RECEIVED FROM EACH STATE OR 
TERRITORY, WITH A TWO-THIRDS 
MAJORITY OF STATES OR TERRITO- 
RIES WHO HAVE CAST A VOTE. 

As it stands the WA committee feels 
that we would be obliged to inform our 
Branch members of our concerns, and ask 
that they reject the proposal, at least until 
the question of where members residing 
outside the jurisdiction of State Branches 
is resolved.

As I stated your Committee feels that 
there are problems with the way the pro- 
posed amendment is worded, and the in- 
terpretation of that wording, and until such 
time as that wording is clarified we cannot 
in all honesty ask our members to support 
the proposal. Hopefully the Federal Com- 
mittee will take some notice of our con- 
cerns and will look to re-wording the pro- 
posal, before putting it to the vote. How 
you as individual members vote is your 
prerogative, we can only pass on to you our 
concerns, and that we have done.

Modelling Western Australian 
Locomotives in Sn3% 

I have spoken to a number of model- 
lers who are interested in modelling West- 
ern Australian prototypes but are unsure 
of how to go about it. Obviously no pro- 
prietary models of WA locomotives exist 
other than the Railwest Models G class kit. 
Those lucky enough to own one of these 
kits will have a head start and are probably 
hoping a follow-up kit is not too far away. 

There are however a number of propri- 
etary chassis that are appropriate for a WA 
locomotive if you are prepared to build a 
body in styrene or brass. It is both a chal- 
lenging and rewarding task to scratch-build 
your own model and using a proprietary 
chassis enables the modeller to get a good 
start. 

Before embarking on such a project it 
is a good idea to start on something mod- 
est such as an open wagon, a G class four 
wheeler or a Q, U or R bogie wagon. From 
there you can progress toa D or a V vanin 
styrene with a styrene or balsa roof. The 
skills developed in building these more 
simple vehicles will serve the more ambi- 
tious modeller in good stead if they wish 
to progress to a locomotive. You will also 
have something to pull behind your loco- 
motive when you complete it. 

Below is a list of proprietary locomo- 
tives which are suitable for use as a basis 
for a model of a WA prototype. The de- 
gree of alteration required to more closely 
approximate the prototype will depend on 
the preferences of the modeller.

So, in effect there are at least seventeen 
steam locos and twenty five diesels that can 
be built using a second hand or anew RTR 
chassis. If you had one of each of the above 
locos on your layout or in your display cabi- 
net you would have a considerable range 
of Western Australian motive power span- 
ning the period 1902 to the present day. 

Some of the chassis listed above require 
more modification than others. The Z and 
the Ut would probably be the best models 
to tackle first. The Z and the Ut require 
minimal modification to the chassis. 
Railwest Models supply many of the body 
parts required to build the Z. In the case 
of the Ut steam loco minor modifications 
to the front bogie are required (larger 
wheels] and a new rear four wheel bogie 
needs to be fabricated. 

In the case of the diesels the bogies are 
the only parts you can use from the pro- 
prietary model. The Lima NSW 44 class 
bogies are spot on for size and side-frame 
detail for the ADE. The Lima BR 31 class 
bogies and sideframes would suit the MR 
G and the WAGR C without modification 
as do the Airfix bogies for the MR F. 

The Mainline BR 45 class bogies offer 
a wide range of opportunities for locos but 
side frames need to be fabricated to suit 
the appropriate model. They can be 
adapted for both four and six wheel, sym- 
metrical or non-symmetrical bogies. 

I could not conclude this short article 
without acknowledging the fact that most 
of this information was obtained from the 
Sn3'% Special Interest Group members of 
AMRA. The SIG meets on the second 
Monday of every month in the Branch 
Clubrooms [see programme for details of 
each meeting and location of our 
Clubrooms. Ed]. So why not come along 
to one of our very informal meetings. None 
of us are “experts” and I am sure we will 
make you feel welcome.

Book Review - 1 


The Cambridge Line

The book gives a potted history of the 
development of the railway links from Lon- 
don to Cambridge and the surrounding 
areas from the early beginnings through 
to the present day. 

The amount of text is quite small, but 
it is amply supported by the profusion of 
photographs of many of the stations on the 
lines around Cambridge, there is a particu- 
lar emphasis on the major stations of Cam- 
bridge, Ely and Kings Lynn. Overall the 
quality of the photographs is very good, 
there are a few, very old photographs of a 
lesser, but acceptable standard. 

Your reviewer spent the first fifteen 
years of his life in Cambridge. My mater- 
nal Grandparents back garden gave an ex- 
cellent view of Coldham’s Lane Junction 
Signal Box and the Junction signals. 

Many a happy hour was spent on the 
Cattle Market access road guard rails at the 
southern end of Cambridge station watch- 
ing the trains go by, and on Long Road 
bridge and the long footbridge from Dev- 
onshire Road to the loco shed, providing 
one behaved the Shedmaster tolerated this 
trespassing. 

There is one glaring error on page 54, 
where the caption indicates the view is 
looking north, when it is actually looking 
south from Mill Road bridge towards the 
station. 

A major omission is that no mention is 
made of the vast area of allotments which 
were taken over by the railway during the 
second world war to provide additional 
freight marshalling tracks; these were to 
the east of the station, the area is just vis- 
ible in the lower photograph on page 54. 

The book was purchased as a bit of nos- 
talgia, and despite the comments above was 
well worth purchasing despite being a lit- 


tle pricey.

This book looks at the lines radiating 
from Paddington out, roughly, as far as 
Southall, and the lines branching off to 
places such as Marlow and Staines. 

The author appears to have done an 
admirable job in tying the histories of these 
different lines together in such a relatively 
small volume. 


There are track diagrams showing the 
original layout of the first Paddington sta- 


tion, and the alterations made, the various . 


loco and goods depots, etc.. 

A wealth of good quality photographs, 
the earliest one being about 1890, right 
through to the present. The photographs 
cover just about every aspect of the rail- 
ways operation. 

Three appendices give the opening and 
closing dates of stations, locomotive allo- 
cations, and signal boxes respectively. 

For anyone interested in this area of 
railways the book is well worth the pur- 
chase price. The amount of ‘period’ detail 
in some of the photographs will be of great 
assistance to the modeller.

Book Review - 3 
Hopping Freight Trains in 
America 
Duffy Littlejohn 
Sand River Press

It’s funny where you can find books 
with railway interest in a Public Library - 
some can’t seem to decide whether to use 
*625" or “629”, and confusion as to the dis- 
tinction between those numbers and ‘385’ 
is very common. The architectural mate- 
rial is classified as Autobiography, rather 
than under the heading of the subject’s 
principal achievements. But Sociology? It 
just goes to show: don’t neglect any library 
heading, for that is where, in Wanneroo 
Public Library, I found Duffy Littlejohn’s 
offbeat work - under 305.568. 

“Hopping Freight Trains in America” 
was published in 1993 by Sand River Press, 
California, and is a guide for the bored and 
decadent in their endless search for excite- 
ment. It is written in that curious language 
which the Americans refer to as ‘English’. 
In common with many books written in the 
1980s and 1990s its grammar, syntax and 
punctuation leave a great deal to be desired, 
but thankfully it is substantially free of the 
other contemporary irritant “he or she”. 
There is a token page, but this is tucked 
away towards the end and so we can get on 
and read in comfort. 

The foregoing sounds like an harangue, 
but that has been said to get over all the 
negatives at the outset. The rest is good. 
Mr. Littlejohn takes us through the whole 
gamut of what he describes as a sport, in 
the course of which he draws fascinating 
pictures of all aspects of modern Ameri- 
can railroading. He claims that over 70% 
of American freight goes by rail [presum- 
ably measured in tons and not in dollars] 
and that there is consequently plenty of 
choice for those who disdain the car, the 
aeroplane or Amtrak. He describes freight 
operations, including yards, rolling stock, 
locomotives and signalling, and herein lies 
the book’s interest to the enthusiast - it is 
not written by one of their own number 
and this presents a refreshing view of the 
subject, with large historical background 
sections too. Mr. Littlejohn claims to have 
ridden freight trains all over America as 
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far south as Bolivia, and also in France. I 
doubt whether Australian freight trains 
would offer him as much joy, particularly 
one crossing the Nullarbor, but his writing 
conveys an authentic feel; he’s really been 
there, and he’s enjoyed it. The descriptive 
notes about him are a revelation too, the 
man is a qualified lawyer, which does much 
to explain the frequent us of italics to high- 
light such expressions as “I’ve heard 
that.....”, “I’ve been told....”, and so on. In 
fact, the book has a disclaimer right at the 
front which make it quite clear that indulg- 
ing in its subject matter is illegal, making 
it clear that neither publisher nor author 
will accept any responsibility for the con- 
sequences to those who cannot resist prac- 
tising what has been preached to them. 

This is a most interesting, entertaining 
and amusing book which will be enjoyed 
by the majority of those who read it and I 
can thoroughly recommend it. 

It is available, according to the flyleaf, 
directly from the publishers, Sand River 
Press, 1319 14th Street, Los So, California 
93402, USA. The price is given as US$13.95 
+ US$1.95 postage and handling, although 
I would suggest making preliminary con- 
tact to ascertain the continued existence 
of the publisher, the availability of the book 
and the cost of airmail postage.

Although the main construction phase 
is now completed and the main layout is 
in good working order we are still very ac- 
tive. 

On the Eb Valley Light Railway Ron 
Fryer and his sons are working on the nar- 
row gauge railway, repairing damage 
caused when dismantling the layout after 
the exhibition and generally improving this 
portion of the layout. 

At the west end of the station, the rather 
non-descript sidings are being adapted as 
formal “exhibition sidings” and this work 
is almost complete. 

Other projects remaining to be tackled 
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include completion of the station lighting, 
coach lighting, “bouncing” signals, cou- 
plings on coaching stock [as a first prior- 
ity]. 

There is an increase in the number of 
members actively working in ‘0’ scale and 
several new locomotives have recently been 
running on Ebford. 

Except for the broad gauge and tram- 
way sections Ebford Regis will be opera- 
tional for ModelRail ’95.

The schedule for West-N-Trak is com- 
ing along really well, with the point re- 
placement on the three front modules al- 
most complete, additions are also occur- 
ring on these modules, such as an extended 
yard, magnetic uncouplers, and new struc- 
tures which, in my opinion, will improve 
these modules considerably. [Barry’s full 
report follows}.

N - Gauging Report 

The layout reconstruction is progress- 
ing smoothly. We have lifted the trouble- 
some medium radius points and additional 
track to allow the new points to goin. We 
have commenced fitting the new points, 
many of which have had to be realigned, 
mostly to our advantage, with smoother 
transitions, and have installed a new point 
and trackwork at the rear of the modules 
to allow us to build up an industrial area. 
This should improve the operating poten- 
tial of the modules. We have also fitted an 
uncoupling magnet under the track, to al- 
low us to do some shunting in this area. 
Talking about uncoupling magnets, we 
need to fit some on the main line siding 
tracks, but are reluctant to fit permanent 
ones, so we have got hold of an electrical 
uncoupler, and will shortly be fitting it to 
see if, and how well it works. If it is suc- 
cessful we will probably look at fitting them 
to all the main line sidings. 


New Products 


For all those members waiting for the 
Spectrum Dash 8 Wide Cabs, we live in 
hope. The Life Like Proto 2000 Series SD7/ 
SD9 has now been released in HO, so we 
should be seeing its release in N Scale soon. 
Gavin from Perth Hobby Centre has in- 
formed me that he has been advised of the 


road liveries for the second release of this 
model, (due out in about March). These 
are Chicago & North Western, Rio Grande, 
Great Northern, Chessie System, Pennsy 
(Yee) and Union Pacific. If your road 
wasn’t part of the first release, and is in- 
cluded in the second release, then give 
Gavin or one of the other hobby shops a 
ring and place your order. We have just 
heard that the proposed next HO release 
from Life Like is the MP15 road switcher, 
and if history is anything to go by, it will be 
the next release in N Scale. Talking about 
new releases, we have seen adverts for the 
next release from Atlas. This is to be the 
GP7, with a re-tooled, all new Phase 1 body, 
and the excellent 5 pole duel flywheel mo- 
tor, similar to that fitted to their GP30 and 
GP38 models. But the real news is that 
finally a manufacturer has woken up to the 
fact that some of us would like more than 
2 examples of a particular model, and cur- 
rently if you wanted to do that you had to 
buy them with the same road number, then 
try to remove the old number, and renum- 
ber it. Well, commencing with this model, 
Atlas are bringing out 3 models for each 
road. Two of the models will be fully 
decalled and will have specific numbers 
applied, the third model will be fully 
painted and lettered, but will be unnum- 
bered, so you can apply your own numbers. 
Now aren’t they clever. Hopefully this idea 
will carry on to other manufacturers. 
Roads to date are Atlantic Coast Line, Bos- 
ton & Maine, Burlington Northern, Chi- 
cago & North Western, Great Northern, 
Pennsy (Yee), and SOO Line, (all without 
Dynamic Brakes), Canadian Pacific, Santa 
Fe (Zebra Stripe - much to Matthews dis- 
gust), and Rio Grande, (with Dynamic 
Brakes), and Erie, which will be issued as 
four models, a numbered and unnumbered 
model fitted with Dynamics brakes, and a 
numbered and unnumbered model with- 
out the brakes. Atlas are quite expensive, 
but I feel the quality is worth the extra. If 
you are interested then talk to your local 
hobby shop, and see what they are doing 
about it. Finally N-Scale magazine is cur- 
rently putting together an N Scale Cata- 
logue, which will detail manufacturers 
product information, not just the Ameri- 
can market, they are also surveying the 
European, Australian and Asian Markets. 
To date over two hundred and fifty manu- 
facturers are already included in this pub- 
lication, so as a reference book of what is 
available in N Scale it will be invaluable. 
Pll keep you posted on the progress, and 
publication date.

A few new things in the reading room 
lately. 


First is a new magazine subscription: 
CTC Board. This is a very high quality 
monthly magazine from the USA covering 
present day railways in that country. It is 
printed on good quality paper and contains 
the highest quality photography. It is an 
excellent source of information and inspi- 
ration for modellers of the modern Ameri- 


can prototype. In discussion it was felt 
this is a better magazine than Trains and it 
is relatively scarcer, making it better as a 
club subscription. It is on display on the 
magazine racks. As with all current year 
magazines it will not be available for loan 
until 1996. 

Now, all I need is someone to explain 
what the title means! 

Three NEW books recently. 

First up is Lindsay Watson’s account 
of the Midland Railway [WA version of 
course!]. If you haven’t bought a copy then 
have.a look at AMRA’s. | 

Then we have the next two books in the 
series of modelling titles from the Model- 
ling Railways Illustrated series [numbers 
5 and 6]. 

No. 5 is An Introduction to Modelling 
Narrow Gauge Railways by David Cox. It 
seems to be an excellent overview with a 
lot of practical tips and hints and with a 
lot of reference back to the prototype. As 
would be expected it is almost totally about 
UK railways but there are a few references 
to the USA and Europe. Australia does not 
even get a look in the list of 3’6" gauge rail- 
ways. I found the last section of the book 
most interesting as it contains a track plan 
and description of eight narrow gauge lay- 
outs. 

Simply Scenery is apparently number 
6 in the series although it doesn’t actually 
say so anywhere on the book. It is a basic 
“how to” book covering scenery from the 
flat baseboard onwards. It includes a 
number of photo sequences to aid descrip- 
tions. The style is very chatty and in the 
first person (“When I am working on the 
bed I stipple polyurethane varnish into the 
wet plastermix...”]; which may annoy some 
people. On a quick preview, I don’t think 
it contains any revolutionary techniques 
but it is a good clear explanation of the 
variety of ways which are used. In short, a 
very good reference book on scenery tech- 
niques. 

Finally, thanks to the helpers in the Li- 
brary and particularly to Gus Durham for 
making up the always in demand magazine

Weighty Matters 


During my absence overseas recently, I 
spent quite a lot of time in England, and 
quite a bit of cash at a couple of model rail- 
way exhibitions, in some of the now few 
model railway shops and in a couple of 
bookshops. The books in particular just 
had to be posted back to Australia by mail 
and due to volume constraint of my suit- 
case [let alone my ability to carry it]. Much 


of the model railway gear had to be sent 


off by post and I became one of the best 
customers of the Royal Mail parcel serv- 
ices. As I have gone part way up a very 
steep learning curve, I felt that it might 
help other members of the Branch, who 
might be travelling to England and pur- 
chasing ‘goodies’ or who are buying from 
Australia by mail order from shops in Eng- 
land, if I shared some of the knowledge that 
I had gained........ the hard way. 

Basically, there are two categories for 
packages - ‘small packets’ and ‘parcels’. I 
was unable to find any dimension limits, 
[i.e., length, height, thickness] for a ‘small 
packet’, the only thing seems to be that they 
may not exceed a weight of two kilograms. 
Delivery can be either by Airmail or by 
Surface Mail. Delivery times to destina- 
tions outside of Europe is claimed to be 
between 4 and 7 days for airmail and up to 
12 weeks for surface mail. 

Nor could I find any dimension limits 
for parcels, handled by the Royal Mail 
‘Parcelforce International’, only a passing 
reference that ‘size and weight limits vary 
by destination - in many cases parcels up 
to 30kg and 1.5m long will be accepted.’ 
However, the tabulated scales of charges 
only span the range 0.5kg to 15.0kg [in 
0.5kg steps], so it is reasonable to assume 
that the maximum weight for a parcel to 
Australia is 15.0kg. Again, two types of 
delivery are available, the so-called ‘Inter- 
national Standard Service’ and the so- 
called ‘International Economy Service’. 


For the former, it is stated that delivery to 
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Australian addresses can be expected in. 
five working days, and for the latter it is 
42 working days, i.e., one week and 8-9 
weeks respectively. 

Now for the prices of these services - 
‘small packets’ and ‘printed papers’ [i.e. 
books, etc] 

For airmail delivery, the scale of charges 
ranges from £1.13 for 100g, rising in 18p 
steps for each additional 20g, to a maxi- 
mum of £18.23 for the maximum weight 
small packet of 2kg. 

If delivered by surface mail the charges 
range from 48p for a 100g packet rising in 
steps of 16p per 50g to £6.56 for the maxi- 
mum weight of 2kg. 

Parcelforce International has more 
complicated scales of charges for ‘stand- 
ard’ and ‘economy’ services. Both start off 
at 0.5kg [the implication is that you can 
have a parcel weighing less than 0.5kg] and 
go up in 500g steps to 15.0kg 

Rather than quote the published scales 
in full, I will give the prices for four differ- 
ent weight parcels as examples. 


Upto0.5kg —_9.5-10.0kg 
1.5-2.0kg 14.5-15.0kg 


Standard £14.40 £21.75 £55.20 £72.70 
Economy £13.00 £19.00 £46.00 £60.00 
Ratio, 

Econ/Std 0.90 0.87 0.83 0.83 


From all of this, a few interesting facts 
emerge:- 

a Postage from England is expensive, 
so don’t buy more than you can carry!!! 

b Try to keep your packages below 
2kg in weight and send these by the ‘small 
packet’ rate. At the 2kg mark it will cost 
you £18.23 compared with £21.75 by PI. 
At 500g the comparison is £4.73, against 
£14.40. 

c If your package weighs more than 
2kg consider sending it by the ‘standard’ 
PI service and receive it in about a week, it 
only costs some 10% to 17% more than the 
slower economy service. 

d_ If your package weighs just under 
2kg you might consider the additional 
£11.67 for airmail to be unwarranted, but 
surface mail will take nearly 3 months. At 
the [kg mark the respective cost would be 
£9.23 and £3.36. | 

e In either system there is little cost 
advantage to be gained by splitting a large 
package into several small ones, except that 
each of the smaller packages will have a 
lower declared value [for Customs pur- 
poses] than the single large package and 
this may ‘ease’ their way through Customs 
on arrival. 

Remember that Customs are coming 
down heavy on any packages which have a 
declared value greater than A$200 and for 
model railway gear [classed by Customs as 
‘toys}] and videos, this means a sales tax 
impost of 26.4%!!!

» Warwick gave a slide and spo- 

ken commentary on his expe- 
riences in the field of building 
model locomotives and rolling 
stock. Warwick started out like 
a lot of us did, in the 4 mm/1 
foot scale, as time went by he 
started using 3.5 mm/1 foot. 
Currently he is building mod- 
els in the scale of 1 inch/1 foot. 
All models produced by 
Warwick are mostly Victorian 
Railways, with a few in the 
newer V/Line livery. Some of 
those models on display were, 
2 versions of the streamlined 
3 cylinder S class 4-6-2, one of 
the 3 cylinder H class 4-8-4, the 
A2 class 4-6-0, the X class 2-8- 
2, the K class 2-8-0, and three 
of the Y class diesel electric. 
There were examples of the S, 
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Z and N class steel passenger cars, War- 
wick showing how he had formed the body 
shape of the cars in 1/16 inch perspex, heat- 
ing it to 140 deg C and then using a simple 
two piece mould, very effective. There were 
also other items of rolling stock either fin- 
ished or unfinished. Warwick also had 
some examples of HO scale colour light 
signals he is building for the new MMRS 
club layout. These come in a variety of con- 
figurations, including gantry and offset 
cantilever bracket types. They operate us- 
ing LED’s with enamalled wiring, which 
is condensed into a single grouping run- 
ning down the inside of the mast before 
going under the layout to the control sock- 
ets, very neat and very effective. For us less 
skilled individuals it is an inspiration to 
see the work of Warwick. He is truly a spe- 
cialist in his field.
